Claim 1 of the present invention relates to an inner liner of a safety helmet having an 
impact absorbing member around its outer periphery. Its dependent claims 2-4 disclose 
that inner liner is attached to the safety helmet with bolts, or disclose the materials of 
said member. Claim 5 relates to a method of manufacturing said liner. 

D1 relates to a safety helmet having an impact absorbing liner made of foam resin 
between a suspension webbing arrangement radially connected with a band around a 
peripheral edge of the helmet and an outer frame of the helmet. The band and the 
impact absorbing liner of D1 are similar to a liner and an impact absorbing member of 
the present invention, but D1 is different from the present invention in the shape of liner 
having radially connected suspension webbing arrangement, and the position of the 
impact absorbing liner. 

D2 relates to an impact absorbing protective cap having an impact absorbing member 
comprising a suspension webbing arrangement, an attenuator band and a liner. D2 is 
different from the present invention in the position of said liner and the method of 
connecting said liner with said attenuator band. 

Thus the subject matter of claim 1 and claims 2-5 dependent on claim 1 is novel and 
inventive under PCT Article 33(2)-(3). 



There is no reason for denying industrial applicability of the present invention. 
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
